Th* report sii>s the general purpose of 


the Government In subsidizing these roads 
was to promote the construction of the na- 
tional highways, and that the advantages 
which It wa« supposed' at the time the 
road* organized would inure to the coun- 
try at large was under-estimated rather 
than exaggerated. 


Attent.on Is called to the fact that the 


Congressional statutes on this subject 


• Impose on the roads certain specific duties 
/ that otherwise leave them free from any 


•xceptlonal relation* to the Government. 


Congress at the time studiously ref mined 


from any direct construction, ownership 
or operation of these highways. 


"If th.s policy," says the report, "wa» 


wl«« at the time, when the construction of 
these railways was demanded by public 
exigency, and when the railway systems 
of the Vnlted States were comparatively 
few anfl unex tended, the wisdom of the 
policy must be far mere obvloua at the 
present day, when the railway* of the 
•United States aggregate over 179,009 miles 
and their capitalization Is J10,740,00»,000. 


"This committee will not recommend any 


departure from the settled policy of the 
Government to keep itself free from any 
connection with the ownership or opera- 
tion of railways 


•This committee would not recommend, 


•ml feels sure the (rood sense of the people 
wouM not approve any legislation looking 
to the control and operation by the Gov- 
ernment of a single system of railway In 
competition with those controlled and op- 
erated by private enterprise, or to the in- 
auguration of a policy the logical outcome 
of which must be the ultimate control 
•nd operation by the Government of the 
great railway systems of the United 
•t»tes."

Ministers and Vacant Pnlplts. . 


The Chelsea, minister, who was heard 


in the First Congregation*! Church of 
this city for two Sundays, having' de- 
clined the call. ther<» hi still a vacancy 
to be filled in one of the -best pulpits of 
the country. When Ithe Chelsea, man 
began to fence aad raise minor objec- 
tions, It was evident that he was prepar. 
in;r to retreat. He bad one or more 
other calls in his pocket and could not 
see how the one in this ctty was more 
attractive than the othera. Ministers 
who occupy prominent pulpirts In the 
Eastern States have little occasion to 
come -to tbe extreme West. If there is 
a little friction m the congregation or 
some- evidences of disaffection there 
may be some good occasion 'for the 
change. 


There are two or three training 


schools for Fro>te»tar>t ministers In this 
State. It was quite the practice half a 
century ago among Eastern Congrega/- 
tlonal Churches when vacancies of the 
pulpit occurred, to rend <K> one of tha 
theological seminaries for a young man 
who was about to graduate. The fac- 
ulty would send one with a rcoomraon* 
daticm. The Church would hear him, 
and if satisfied that there -was the mak- 
ing of a strong mar, in him, would call 
him and have him ordained. It train- 
ed him in an indirect way until he be- 
came a man of mark. That process has 
made many an effeciive preacher. The 
t^al Church carried him along until he 
came to his full powers and was able 
to rentier ithe best service. That pre- 
cedent i» a good ono even notw. There 
are not enough grefU preachers to fill 
the prominent pulpits. To take a man 
away from one strorg church by artful 
Church diplomacy and plant h-lm tn an- 
other, frequently savors ot injustice. 
One Church loses and another gains. 


The man best fitted to nil a pulpit 


on this side of the country ought to 
havff the vory apirit and genius of the 
West In him. He ought never to sigh 
for the East wind and brown bread of 
Boston, if he comes at all, he should

thaft his nomination was sure. He was 
far In the lead of Chasf, Cameron and 
•Pites. The Philadelphia Times makes 
this point: 


"Seward w«a defeated In the Chicago 


Convention of 18** solely because he 
•was deemed unavailable. The Ameri- 
can s«rt!in«nt was then very strong in 
a number ot the pivotal States, espec- 
ially in Pennsylvania and 
Indiana, 


which then elected Governors in Octo- 
ber and would determine the national 
contest. In both of those States the 
American organliaitlon -wns strong. Its 
prir.clples were regarded by thousands 
of followers as vital, aawi they were op- 
posed to Seward because when Governor 
of New York he had recommended a 
division of tne school fund between the 
Catholics and Protestants of the State. 
Although lieward >wes the choice of 
three-fourths of the Republicans of the 
country, he was finally set aside as un- 
avaHable because he was. aggressively 
opposed by the American organization 
of that day." 


The inference here made 1* not war- 


ranted by the facts. While even-thing 
appeared fair on the §x>mioal horizon 
tor Seward, the West was putting in 
good work for Lincoln. He waa kept In 
the background until ibe set time had 
come. Sc-ward was all along considered 
an available man. But Lincoln was con- 
sidered a better man, to raeen, the crisis 
that waa then so near. U Lincoln had 
no* been named in all probability, Sew- 
ard would have been the successful 
candidate.

AMENDMENT NO. ir. 


A most remarkable editorial dealing 


with one aspect of the "woman ques- 
tion," Tvas published ta a S&n Francisco 
dally paper test week. The statement 
made was to .the effect that wlhile wom- 
en are entitled to representation In tho 
Government and to a vote, are sure 
presently to (rain such recognition and 
are Justified meantime In unremitting 
effort to that end, yet one method would 
better be carefully observed. 


This method which rauat be observed 
consists In a sort of dissembling and 
efCocement of herself on the part of 
every woman. She must work, of 
course, for the end 'In view, but she 
must Invent a way of doing this so that 
ehe wfll not be, herself, in any wise 
"in evidence." The reason Is truly a 
strange one. It Is 'because otherwise 
she will not be a/ble to overcome the rid- 
icule natural to the "breast ot man. 
.». 
It seems, or so the San Franieteco pa- 
per tells us, that whatever men ob- 
serve women to do, they, the men, laugh 
and jeer at them In the doing1. If a 
woman advances an argument, 
the 
man's way of refuting It is to consider 
the woman "a freak with a tinge of ridi- 
cule." The proof given is the assertion 
that when the "Woman's Congress" 
was held last year, all tlhe men In their 
homes laughed and Jeered at It. 


Now when it Is considered what the 
Woman's Congress was—simply an as- 
semibtege of same thousands of women 
tncludlnK in the audience and among 
the speakers, some of the most Intelli- 
gent women, and men also, in the whole 
country, all brought itogether like some 
great Teachers' and Students 'Institute, 
college extension or seminary of study, 
for the purposes of looking into the 
subject of home, when the dharaotar of 
the papers and addresses presented up- 
on that topic is considered, one asks 
oneself In astonishment, were there, in- 
deed, me-n who jeered? Or do they not 
exist solely in the Imagination of the 
jovial San Francisco dally.

WASHINGTON, May 1.—The Secre- 


tary of thc Treasury today sent to the 
House the draft of a bill amending the 
Chinese Exclusion Iwwu.

the United States or where persons of 
Chinese descent claim thc right to' re- 
enter the United Sta.tes as citizens there 
•hall be required ithe testimony of other 
than Chinese persons.

In euoh cases and are proven 
false, persons making them shaU be lia- 
ble to perjury.

For nearly six months 
Mr. Holcomb had been ill -with an af- 
fection ot the kidneys. Yesterday he 
suffered a partial paralysis and began 
sinking rapidly. The members of his 
family were called to his bedside and 
there remained until his life quietly 
ebbed away. 


Mr. Holcomb was born 63 years ago 
in a little Vermont village but early in 
life hte parents emigrated to Illinois, 
taking young William with them. It 
was there he gained his education, and 
entered first upon the business pursuits 
of life. 


In the spring of 1S53 he started for Cal- 
ifornia und prospected In the mines hut 
with indifferent success until 1S5G, when 
he was appointed by Evants, Wilson & 
Co.'s Express Comparer a shot-gun mes- 
senger. He remained Tfith the company 
for several years. 


In lS6i he was appointed assessor tn 
Humboldt County and the following 
year was elected 
county treasurer 
which office he held Tor two terms. In 
1S65 he carme to San Francisco and with 
Ellsha Rausoroc conducted a grain buy- 
Ing and shipping business under ithe flrm 
name of TV. A. Holcomb & Co. The bus- 
iness dissolved to 1878 and Mr. Holcomb 
retired.
